The Presi­ 
dent had asked for the opinion at the 
request of certain persons connected 
with mining operations who were de­ 
sirous of obtaining the information 
The opinion was never intended to 
have lieon given for publication, al­ 
though at no time regarded as private, 
and it was given to the Associated 
Press tonight. 


t h e o p in io n . 
Tlu* Attorney-General, in reply to 
the President, considers the various 
sections of the act of March 3, 1887, 
at great length. 
His conclusions are 
summed up as follows: 
First—As mines are real estate, or 
inhabitable interests in real estate, it 
does not apply to them. 
Second—An alientan lawfully have, 
hold and own shares of stock issued 
by an American corporation, hut if 
the holding 
by an 
alien exceed 
twenty 
per 
cent, such 
corpor­ 
ation 
can 
neither 
acquire, 
hold, 
own. nor hereafter acquire real estate 
while more than twenty per cent, of 
its stock is held anil owned by aliens. 
Third—Under the 
act, advance­ 
ment of money hereafter by aliens for 
the purpose of developing mining 
property is lawful hut no interest in 
real estate can I k» acquired by such 
advancement, 
nor would an alien 
have any right to ‘ purchase] real 
estate or any interest therein on the 
loan made since the passage of the 
act, even if sold on his own security 
or line. 
Fourth—Aliens may lawfully con­ 
tract with Ameriran owners to work 
mines by personal contracts for hire 
or by bona fide leases for a reasonable 
time.

The San Francisco Mnrhaitt pub- 
islies a review of the California wine 
trade for the past six months. The 
exports of wine amounted to 3,624,000 
gallons; nearly 400,000 gallons in ex­ 
cess of last year. Shipments overland 
amounted to 2,575,000 gallons; by Pa­ 
cific Mail steamers, to Panum a,534,- 
900 gallons; and miscellaneous sea 
routes, fi 16,000 gallons- Outside of 
New York the largest shipments are 
made to the Hawaiian Islands. The 
Merchant refers to the advance in val­ 
ues of wine, as sales of last years vint­ 
age have lieen made at 25 cents a gal­ 
lon, whereas a few months ago mer­ 
chants in Han Francisco were offerng- 
15 cents. 
The coke strike, just ended in Penn­ 
sylvania, was one of the most atuhhom- 
ly contested battles ever fought be­ 
tween capital and labor.

Proceeding Before Jndge 
Cheney Yesterday. 


PROSECUTION NEARLY CLOSED. 


Trtftim ouy as to th e C ircum stances 
W hich Led to th e K ill­ 
ing o f Elam . 


The trial of John J. Bodkin, charged 
with the killing of L ad as Elam, wan 
remitted yesterday morning before 
Judge Cheney and a jury. 
A. P. 
Williams was the first witness called, 
and he testified as follows: 
Knew 
Elam and saw him during his last ¡li­ 
nees. While there, heard him say, 
*•1 forgive my destroyer. ” On t he day 
Klain was shot he made an ante-mor- 
tetn statement to Dr. Siehiner, which 
the latter wrote down. The next day 
he was asked if he desired to change 
th e statement, and he replied that he 
did not, Was a witness at the prelim­ 
inary examination, hut cannot remem­ 
ber whether or not I was a witness be­ 
fore the Coroner. 
I am not a practical 
witness. Recollect meeting Alex.Mont­ 
gomery at Santa Ana and telling him 
tli At Elam told me he went out to 
stake a cow, and somebody stepped 
tu t and shot him. When Montgomery 
naked me what I thought of that storv 
I told him I did not believe it ; that I 
did not think Elam was in liis right 
mind. 
D. C. Pixly was next called, and 
testified 
as 
follows: 
Was 
at 
Elam 's house 
the day 
he 
was 
afaot and took the acknowledgment 
to the deed whereby Elam gave his 
property to his sister. 
Saw a written 
statement made by Elam, which be 
swore to before me. He took the fol­ 
lowing oath: 
“ Do 
you solemnly 
swear that the statements herein 
made arc* the truth, the whole truth, 
aud nothing but the truth, so help your 
God?” 
1 don’t know whether Elam 
knew what the paper contained, as 1 
•li I not read the contents to him. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At 2 o'clock Court reconvened and 
the taking of testimony was con­ 
tinued. 
Mrs. Howard was the first witness 
calle 1. 
She was asked to state what 
the deceased said relative to the 
trouble which led to the shooting. 
The defense objected on the ground 
that a proper foundation had not been 
laid. 
The Court overruled the ob­ 
jection and derided that a proper foun­ 
dation had been laid for the admis­ 
sion of a dying statement. The wit- 
nr,-** stated’that on the fatal «lav he 
went over to Bodkin’s house and com- 
(ilained of the annoyance caused by 
the latter’s boy. 
Bodkin told him 
that he couldn’t help it, and drew 
a 
revolver 
and 
pointed 
it 
at 
Elam. 
Elam begged him not to 
shoot but he did and Elam immediately 
fjU. 
Mr. Bodkin then came out ami 
raid, "there, now, you have received 
what you long deserved.” In response 
to a question from the defense the wit- 
ae.ni could not say to whom she nar­ 
rated the story of the shooting. We 
talked about the ease 
constantly. 
By "w e” 1 mean all our frieuds and 
neighbors. 
I talked about it to Mr. 
ana Mrs. Jossrn, Mr. and Mrs. Kent 
aud to the members of my own fami­ 
ly, in fact I conversed ahlr.it it all the 
time to all the neighbors. 
I did not 
testify Is*fore the preliminary examin­ 
ation. 
1 knew it was being held but 
<lid not go. 
I did not testify before 
the Coroner because I was not called. 
1 don’t know w hether I communicated 
the facts of the case to the urosecuting 
attorney—Oh, yes, I diu tell him 
about it on May 1st. The deceased 
and myself were "on the best of terms. 
Mr. Elam did not tell me that he 
threatened to thrash Bodkin’s chil­ 
dren. 
He did not tell me that he told 
Bodkin that it was his lost chance and 
sprang at him, and in doing this was 
shot. 
He did not tell me that Bod­ 
kin wauted him to cross the ditch and 
go into his (Bodkin’s) yard. 
He did 
not say that Bodkin aisistcd him 
into the hoase after he was shot. 
He 
was shot on the line of Bodkin’s land. 
The witness was then withdrawn. 
J . W. Miller was then recalled and 
testified as follows: The first time af­ 
ter the shooting when I saw Elam he 
told me that he had no hope of recov­ 
ery. 
Elam said that he felt from the 
tin t that the wound wras fatal. 
He 
told me that Mr. Bodkin had shot him. 
He said he was going along the road 
aud Mr. Bodkin's bov gave him some 
very vile talk. 
He threatened to 
th rash the boy. 
The child ran to the 
ltoose and I also started to see Mr. 
Bodkin. 
I saw him coining and I 
waited for him. 
He came up and 
Elam asked him to make the boy stop 
such conduct. 
Bodkin asked: "W hat 
-arc you going to do about it?” Elam 
aaked him not to shoot, hut Bodkin 
aimed his pistol at his breast ami 
fired. 
Elam then fell. 
The next 
morning I found Elam’s hat lying on 
the vrest bank of the ditch within 
fju r feat of the ditch. 
I picked it up 
aad took it to Mr. Elam’s house. 
A 
plank about a f<x»t wide and twelve 
leet in length lias to be crossed to 
reach Mr. Bodkin's house. The ground 
a t the end of the plank is slanting. 
¿Subsequently 1 heard Elam make 
atotemeuU as to

I had not seen him for fifteen years.

n statem ent then that F.lain did not 
loU m e when and where the shooting 
Ip A place.”

continent will be traversed by a rail­ 
road. 
A lready the trans-A siatic jour­ 
ney lias l)een shortened greatly, by the 
construction of 
th e 
trans-C aspian 
road, 
just 
com pleted 
by 
Kum- 
sia. 
Its 
route 
runs 
through 
ever-m oving sand of a desert d estitute 
of w ater a n d wood. 
1 n its construc­ 
tion th e danger from ever-m oving sand 
was obviated th u s: C lay was brought 
from a great distance an d spredd over 
s a n d ; 
sea-w ater 
was brought and 
sprinkled over th at uneasy e le m e n t; 
at last fences w ere Imilt against sandy 
w inds, 
W ater was brought to the 
railw ay stations from th e neighboring 
m ountains b y a system of pipes w ith­ 
o ut a n y pum ps. 
As to fuel, oil from 
B aku proved to !*e an excellent sub­ 
stitu te for wood and eoal—a substitute 
th at h as lieen m ade in Pennsylvania.

Beside its m ilitary significance, this 
railw ay is very im portant from an eco­ 
nomic* standpoint. 
Russia annually 
itnjiorts cotton (chiefly from th e U nited 
S tates) v alued a t from 70,OOfi,(XM) to 
80,000’000 roubles in gold {from $80, 
000,000‘to f!K),000,01)0.) 
Now it is 
said th at a considerable am ount of cot­ 
ton w ill be brought from C entral Asia. 
F orm erly to transport from B uchara 
to Moscow took about four m onths, 
an d now it is only ten days. 
W ithin 
a short tim e from th e opening of the 
railw ay for private parties, th ere was 
trans|H jrted 
by it ubout 5,(XX),000 
pounds of cotton, 
It is ixwsible that 
som e tim e in th e future R ussian m an­ 
ufacturers will stop buying our co tto n ; 
b u t we can take some satisfaction in 
th e fact th a t it w as 
a n Ainericun 
locom otive th a t first ran on th at rail­ 
w ay a n d w akened th e w ild inhabitants 
of deserts an d oases of C entral Asia. 
But to retu rn to the journey around 
th e world. 
T he trans-C aspian road 
IAh shortened it a good deal. 
B ut the 
greatest shortening of the journey will 
lie m ade by the com pletion of the 
trans-S iberian road. 
A project to build a railroad through 
th e great territory of Siberia was m ade 
by an A m erican com pany about ten 
years ago, w hich ottered its services 
and capital to the R ussian G overn­ 
m ent. 
As th e (’zar w ould not agree 
to th e term s of the offer, which were 
like those on w hich th e Pacific rail­ 
roads w ere built in th is country, the 
project w as then dropp 'd. 
B ut the 
A m erican suggestion has had its effect 
in R ussia. 
Now th ere ai 
tw o lines 
hav in g th eir term ini on th e U ral, one 
at O renburg an d th e o th er at E k ater­ 
in b u rg , both places lx'ing distant from 
S t. P etersburg about. 1500 m iles. 
The 
C zar h as approved th e decision of the 
Council of th e E m pire to build a rail­ 
w ay ru n n in g from th e U ral m ountains 
a ll th e way to the Pacific, a distance 
of 
5130 * m iles 
by 
direct route. 
H ow ever, as in Siberia th ere are on 
th e route great rivers like the M issis­ 
sippi and M issouri, th ey will serve to 
shorten th e railw ay proper by th e es­ 
tab lish m en t of steam ship lines. 
The 
great R ussian railw ay (about 7.000 
m iles) will ru n as follow s: 
St. Peters­ 
burg, M oscow, Nijni-Novogorod, To­ 
bolsk, T om ak, Irkutsk, Lake Baikal, 
S tretin ish , N ertchinsk and Vladivos­ 
tok. 
V ladivostok is situated on the 
farth est south jw int of 
the Pacific 
shore belonging to R ussia, and is the 
only Siberian harbor th at does not 
freeze during th e w inter. 
The tim e 
th a t will he required for th e journey 
from St. Petersburg to V ladivostok is 
about fifteen days. 
T he trip across 
th e Pacific h a s just been shortened 
by 
th e 
fast 
line 
of 
steam ers 
from 
V ancouver 
to 
Y okoham a, 
w hich m akes th e journey in fifteen 
<lavs. 
T his will soon he shortened. 
A lready it h as had th e effect of lessen­ 
ing th e price of passage from San 
Francisco to C hina to $‘200. 
Bv the 
great Siberian railway the w orla-gird- 
ling excursion will i»e greatly sh o rt­ 
ened. 
Ix't a traveler start eastw ard 
from N ew Y ork. 
In six days he will 
l>e at LiverjHjol; in th ree days m ore at 
S t. P e tersb u rg ; in fifteen days m ore 
ó n th e Pacific Coast at V ladivostok; 
six days m ore at S hanghai or Yoko­ 
h a m a ; fifteen days m ore at V ancou­ 
ver, a n d five days m ore back again in 
N ew Y ork, having U*en gone hut fifty 
d a y s.— [Corr.

Under 
Cover of Darkness. 


TH E TRIALS OF 
POLICEMEN 


How R eporters 
Pass the Night 
H ours anil O ther People 
Make Money. 
■¿(A 
' 
It has often been said that onc-luilf 
the world never known what the other 
portion is doing. This is strictly true 
as regards the knowledge displayed by 
the generality of persons concerning 
the movements of people whose differ­ 
en t vocations, unfortunately compel 
them to lal>or under the shade of dark­ 
ness. 
It is well known to medical 
science that to Is* possessed of free and 
perfect health 
it is essential that 
a human being should have at least 
eight hours sleep by night, when all is 
quiet and calm around, ami when no 
molesting sounds fall upon the eve­ 
ning stillness thus constantly disturb 
ing the quietness of slumber. 
Never­ 
theless fate has ordained it otherwise, 
and from the largest city to the small­ 
est hamlet in the world, a pmjmrtion 
of the inhabitants have to labor 
by 
night 
in 
order 
to 
furn­ 
ish 
their 
fellows 
w ith 
eithe 
the 
pleasures 
or 
necessaries 
of life. In the metropolitan cities the 
principal streets at night are more or 
less crowded with w hat*are called 
“ night hawks.” 
Constantly can be 
seen groups of people standing in se­ 
questered nooks. either conversing or 
about to move on in the direction of 
some fuiniliur saloon sign which looms 
up in the distance. 
Nearly all pre­ 
meditated 
robU ries, burglaries oi 
m urders are eonimitted at night, and 
schemes that will not bear the light of 
day are concocted under the gloom of 
darkness. 
Conseqpentlv it becomes 
necessary that the finest and most 
clean pieces of detective work are 
planned and oftentimes executed in 
the dark. 
THE POLICEMEN. 
In this city there are two officers of 
the regular police force whom* ex­ 
Cress duty it is to prowl around the 
aunts of 
thieves 
after 
nightfall 
dressed usually in the guise of tramps. 
By this means they ingratiate them ­ 
selves into the affections of the pettv 
criminal and usually without much 
difficulty secure 
from 
them 
the 
secrets of their 
exploits, 
or 
the 
details 
of 
some 
newly-planned 
burglary. 
In 
this 
city 
there 
are a number of “ fem es” maintained 
strictly against the provisions of law, 
where the petty thief easily disposes 
of his plunder. 
Besides the proprie­ 
tor of the “ fence” lx*ing equally liable 
with the criminal for receiving stolen 
property, he is lxmnd for self-protec­ 
tion not to divulge the secrets of his 
nefarious trade. 
A close relationship 
exists between the “ fence” and the 
criminal, and so close is the partner­ 
ship that it takes a prison wall to cut 
asunder the ties thus formed. Often­ 
times, however, the specially detailed 
“ detective” by pereeverence aided by 
his clever disguise manages to un­ 
earth these dens and to discover u 
link in the chain of evidence which 
finally lands the keeiier within the 
narrow limits of a dungeon. Crimi­ 
nals hurdly ever are to be seen around 
the streets in the daytime. They 
usuallv while away the hours in tied 
and when evening presents itself they 
wend their way to some of the all* 
night coffee houses where they usual­ 
ly secure their meals. 
Here they 
lii et, and believing themselves alone 
in a brick room, they discuss the ar­ 
rangements for the commission of 
some 
offense. 
They 
often 
an* 
mistaken 
however, 
as 
they 
afterwards learn to their sorrow, that 
a “ detective” is buried in the cellar, 
listening to their entire conversation. 
By this means many clues are secured, 
which, when closely followed, lead to 
the capture of criminals for the com­ 
mission of offenses which otherwise 
would not perhups have lieeu ob­ 
tained.

Still he keeps his knowledge to 
himself, and thus many times avoids 
eriminating himself. lii San Francisco 
the hnckman who are on duty at nights 
are a very dangerous class of men 
Many ex-convicts are in their ranks, 
and oil many occasions they have 
robbed and plundered some unfortu­ 
nate inebriated individual who, un 
luckily, happened to engage their ser­ 
vices. 
It can lie said that the night 
hackmen of Los Angeles are u very 
clever, decent set of fellows, and are 
law-abiding. 
RESTAURANTS. 
Thera are about ten restaurants and 
cofl'ee-saloons in this city which keep 


o jx jii all night. Jolly parties, whose 
names it would not do to mention, 
liven up the stillness of the night 
in some hack room. 
Popping 
‘ 
champagne corks and 
the merry 
laugh of some inebriated individual 
of 
prominence, often suggests 
“ story” to the mind of some night- 
prowling reporter. No better estimate 
of the large number of night hawks 
that prowl around can In* had. than 
the fact that nearly all the lunch places 
kept open at night do a thriving trade. 
There arc a large* number of bakeries 
in this city which employ a large force 
of men who work entirely hv gaslight. 
Their work probably is of the most 
exhaustive nature. For hours, night 
after night, they stand feeding a red- 
hot furnace, and watching the loaves 
of bread, pies and cakes that are being 
baked. Their duties are very arduous, 
but they have the consolation of 
ceivfng liberal recompense. 
In some 
•laces restaurants are underground, 
n unhealthy places, but in this town 
thev are all a love ground. 
There are ulniut seven saloons that 
keep open all night in this city. They 
are nearly all located in the business 
part of town, and are patronized prin­ 
cipally by night hawks. 


WANTED IN TUCSON, 


NEWSPAPER NIGHT HAWKS. 


The labors of the newspaper men 
which includes reporters, pressmen, 
compositors ami carriers, numbering 
several hundred in this town, also ex­ 
tend into the small hours of the morn­ 
ing. The peacefully sleeping citizen re­ 
clining upon his comfortable couch at 
night Tías not the slightest idea of the 
hardships and exjiosures the reporters 
have to undergo in order to furnish 
him with the means with which to 
assist the digestion of his early meal. 
Late and early, summer anil winter 
the newsgather ever faithful to his 
trust is to be seen wending his way 
throughout the town. Now he can hi* 
observed jotting doWn a piece of news 
on a street comer under a one candle 
power street lamp and the next min­ 
ute he isrunning down some dark alley 
leading to a fire. 
At 
night 
the 
reporter’s senses are doubly acute, and 
like the detective endeavoring to ferret 
out crime, he is anxious to secure all 
the news he can for his i>aper. There 
is no darkness that he cannot pene­ 
trate ; no stairs so rickety that he can­ 
not climb, and no neighborhood so 
dangerous or disreputable that he will 
not enter. 
At the city prison each 
pajier has a man remain until the 
journal goes to press, which is usually 
a t 3 a. m. 
Each arrest t tut is made 
finds a place in his note-book, and the 
slightest hint at anything bordering on 
news does not escape his ever watch­ 
ful notice. 
Constantly throughout the 
night telephonic calls’are received at 
the station for assistance, and invaria­ 
bly, no matter what the distance may 
be, the news gatherer anticipates the 
officer, and oftentimes has secured the 
details of the case liefore the blue- 
coated individual puts in an appear­ 
ance, 
Very often the “ story” is not 
of the nature expected and occasion­ 
ally its nature does not permit of pub­ 
lication. 
With a feeling of disgust the 
reporter wends his way back to his 
haunts, but to start off anew possibly 
on another wild goose chose. In this 
city information concerning criminals 
is to a certain extent withheld by the 
police, 
for reasons best known to 
themselves, and the reporter has to 
secure his information the liest way 
he con. 
THE HACKMKN. 
In all cities, ami Iajb Angeles is no 
exception to the rule, large numbers 
of hackmen ply their vocations at 
night. In this city about twenty ve­ 
hicles stand around town at different 
points awaiting “ a load.” 
Hackmen 
usually are a sm art set of men. 
They 
know a great deal oftentimes about 
many things that iiappen in the dark­ 
ness, but they koep it to themselves.

around

street to secure a load. 
Orders are 
given to drive to a certain locality,and 
there they stand while the occupants

warrants call 
for 
the arrest of A. 1». Williams and 
Mrs. Kavanaugh, who are alleged to be 
wanted on a charge of adultery, ami 
it is supposed that the warrant was 
issued under the new’ Mormon law 
applicable to the Territories. 
A rep­ 
resentative of the H erald called ycs- 
terdav afternoon on Mr. Williams and 
Mrs. Kavanaugh at the county jail, 
where they were occupying temporary 
quarters in a cell on the first floor. 
Mrs. Kavanaugh stated th at then* was 
no truth in the charge* of adultery 
w hatever. In her opinion the charge 
was manufactured by a woman numed 
Smith, at Tucson, who was jealous of 
Mr. Williams’ kindness to her. Mr. 
Williams was also certain that his wife 
had not sworn out the complaint, 
since she was two thousand miles 
away from Tucson, in Iowa, when the 
warrants were issued.

She stood the ill treat­ 
ment as long as she could und then 
one night her husband had turned her 
and her daughter, then about 13 years 
old, out into the street. 
She became 
sick and was found by Mr. Williams, 
who paid her bills while she was sick 
and treated her as a brother. Hearing 
that California was a very good place 
in which to earn a livelihood she de­ 
termined to come here with Mr. Wil­ 
liams, who, lie ing a carpenter ami 
joiner by trade, thought he could bet­ 
ter his condition here also. 
By some 
means this Mrs. Smith, who is alleged 
to have been well known here, m an­ 
aged to prevent the girl from accom­ 
panying its mother here, and shortly 
after Mrs. Kavanaugh left she heard 
that Mrs. Smith had 
turned the 
girl on the 
street.

Kavanaugh reached

Angeles 
four weeks ago she went to the resi­ 
dent* of some of her friends and Mr.

He was arrested at the Post­ 
office when he went there to get a let­ 
ter. 
Mr. Williams stated that he had 
not lived with his wife for two years, 
but neither he nor Mrs. Kavanaugh 
hud procured divorces. 
Both he and 
Mrs. Kavanaugh state that there is no 
doubt but the charge was trumped up 
by Mrs. Smith out of suite and jeal­ 
ousy. The matter will prolmbly be 
decided by Judge Ross to-day.

disease, as It prevents the oxygeuatlon of 
th e blood, and iu m any cases, particularly 
after it passes Into the chronic btage, the 
substance of the lungs becomes serious­ 
ly involved, giving rise tu what Is very 
properly called 
Bronchial Consumption, 
lu .h a acute form there is a sense of tight­ 
ness nr pressure across the chest, with con­ 
siderable w heeling, severe coughs and ex- 
pectorst'nn. 
This is at first a white glary

C h ro n ic B ro n ch itis. 


C hronic B rouchltts is also an lnflam m a 
tlou of the m ucous m em braue of tne bron­ 
chial tnb«a. Wheu a col-l settles ou the 
lungs th e disease eith er ends In bronchitis 
or pneum onia. If it ends In bronchitis it 
usually passes off as » cold ou the chest, 
su d still tbu patient does n 't fuel entirely 
well. Ho feels tired and isuguid, and Is In ­ 
capable of taking his u s u a l am ountof exer­ 
cise. and ex p erienc-isasL ortuessof b rtath 
with m ore or less warm th lu the palm s of 
bis hands. Boon aftt r this * cough appears, 
accom panied by an t xpectoratlon of thick 
m ucus, followed by a luetic- flush, loss of 
flesh and atreugth »nd night sweats con­ 
tinue. when the patient assum es all th e ap­ 
pearances of Laving a genuine case of con­ 
sum ption. But this is sim ply catarrh of the 
luugs or chronic bronchitis. 
lu the later stage of the disease the m ucus 
m em brane of th e larger bronchial tube 
softens, whim In the sm aller tube* aud air 
cells 01 th e lung* the m ucus m em braue be­ 
comes congested and In Annum d. 
There 
are no cayatie* nor tubercies iu the lnngs, 
but m erely a wasting aw av of the larger 
bronchial tubes, and death takes place 
from obstruction of the bronchial tubes and 
s ir cells of the luugs. 
T h e patient dies 
from exhaustion aud suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate th e mucus which 
accuniulstea la the pas*»go leading to the 
luugs, which lu Rome cases is sticky and 
bitihIi In quantity, but m ore commonly 
copious, of a light straw or yellowish green. 
Oiteutlme-- streak* of blood make their ap­ 
pearance in the m ucus, a r d at tim es there 
Is a disagreeable sm ell. 
Person- thus af­ 
flicted are very liable to take s cold, st 
w hich lim e 1 he m ucus become» d e a r nud 
frothy, and it 1* not uucum m niil. the case 
th at th e patient dies in oneof the** attacks 


C O N S U M P T IO N . 


From consum ers, 
"to 
ws*te 
aw ay,' 
usually applied to the advanced stage ol 
lung disease. 
Tho, following are prom inent symptoms 
lu th e first stage, and w herever any of them 
exist a thorough exam ination should be 
m ade, with * view to at resting the disease 
a* shown to exist: There Is usually a sense 
of weariness upon a little exercise, a dispo­ 
sition to rem ain passive and Idle, dospond- 
eucy, often from no apparent cause, a pe 
cu tter sensitiveness to th e effect of o*ld, 
aud a breathlersne»! upon moving quickly 
or descending a hill or stairs, a slight haok- 
ing cough, with or w ithout expectoration, 
excitability upon slight occasions, flying 
pains through tho chest or baok, or under 
the shoulder blade*. 
T he symptoms are 
m ore untlcosble toward 
or during the 
night, slight fever in the afternoon, cold 
feel or hsnds, or. in m any cuses, blue livid- 
lty of the lips and roots of th e finger-nails. 
C onstitutional or tubercular consum ption 
Is a common form of lung disease. The 
progress is slow, but If left to liaeif Is no 
less sure. 
It usually begins with a dry 
pough. At first these tubercles are exceed­ 
ingly m inute, th e pxtleni not at *11 suspeot- 
jng th eir presence. G radually they develop 
Into m ore aotlve disease, and then follows 
th e train of sym ptom s w hich leaves no 
doubt as to Its tru j character. 
Sometim es 
spitting of blood or slight streaks In the 
m ucus Is the first Indication of tubercular 
deposits, or It may be a chilly sensation lu 
th e back, followed by m ore or less heat In 
the palm s of the hands, or an afternoon 
flush on the ehceks. The slow and gradual 
in read a of this f»rm of consum ption le*v* 
th e stomach and appetite undisturbed for • 
considerable timo. Finally, however, hectic 
fever end night sweats supervene, preced­ 
ed by diarrhoea. Then the lota of flesh end 
strength becomes rap id ,th e chest comract*. 
th e features sharpen, the eye attsloa an u n ­ 
usual brilliancy and the patient begins to 
resllsn that be Is In th e last stage of con­ 
firm ed constitutional consum ption. 
Inhalations are applicable to all dlsess * 
of tho respiratory organs,Includinguaurrh 
th ro at diseases, ostbm«, bronchitis, con­ 
sum ption, and thousands of oases esn be 
cured by this m ode of trostm ent when 
nothing elso can our j them . 
We would particularly urge upon our 
eastern friends the necessity of 
direct 
raedioatlou—Inhalation—as well 
as the 
m ost favorable clim atic Influences, If you 
wish to avoid the sad experience ol huu- 
d re d t of Invalids who depend on th e ell 
m ate alone, as nine cates out of ten die In 
oonseqaence of this very thing.
